EVERAL YEARS AGO, at a time when my anx- 
iety about financial matters was acute, | 
read Charles Fillmore’s book Prosperity for 

the first time. 

I have gone back to it many times since, and 
always I gain renewed inspiration and a deeper 
understanding of divine substance. But one thing 
about my first reading of the book stands out in 
my mind—the impact on my trouble-filled mind 
of Charles Fillmore’s paraphrasing of the 23d 
Psalm. 

I had been familiar with this psalm from 
childhood and had always considered it one of 
the most beautiful of sacred writings. But never 
before had it spoken so personally to me. 
“The Lord is my banker; my credit is good. 

He maketh me to lie down in the consciousness 
of omnipresent abundance; 

He giveth me the key to His strongbox. 

He restoreth my faith in His riches; 

He guideth me in the paths of prosperity for His 
name’s sake. 


















Yea, though I walk in the very shadow of debt, 
I shall fear no evil, for Thou art with me; 

Thy silver and Thy gold, they secure me. 
Thou preparest a way for me in the presence of 

the collector; 

Thou fillest my wallet with plenty; my measure 

runneth over. 

Surely goodness and plenty will follow me all 

the days of my life, 

And I shall do business in the name of the Lord 

forever.” 

To some persons the thought of paraphrasing 
or altering in any way the familiar Bible verses 
seems like sacrilege. Indeed, there was a vague 
uneasiness in my own mind when I first read the 
23d Psalm as rendered above, but its reassurance 
spoke so clearly to my anxious heart and went 
so directly to the core of my problem that my 
uneasiness vanished. I proceeded to memorize it. 

Always before, the words of the 23d Psalm 
had soothed and comforted me. They had filled 
me with tranquillity and hope. But now their 
effect on me was dynamic. I felt charged with new 
life and energy. My spirit, which had sagged 
under the burden of fear I had laid upon it, be- 
came once more buoyant and free. 

What was it about this particular rendering 
of the familiar psalm that had such an effect on 
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me? It was its contemporary tone. The message 
of divine assurance out of the past applied vividly 
to the present. 

This brought to mind the fact that, at the time 
they were written, all the books of the Bible were 
written in a language that, in our modern day, 
seems mellow and picturesque but was once the 
vivid expression of the everyday life of the peo 
ple. 

In the Bible there are many references to shep- 
herds and sheep. The ancient Israelites were a no- 
madic people, moving from place to place with 
their flocks and herds. Most of them were, or had 
been, shepherds. David, the author of the 23d 
Psalm, had been a shepherd in his youth. So 
what more natural figure of speech could he have 
used than “The Lorp zs my shepherd’’? In this 
phrase, which everyone of his day could under- 
stand, he pictured the love and steadfast care 
of an all-providing God. 

Similarly, men living in hostile and uncertain 
times naturally thought of God’s truth as “a 
shield and a buckler.’’ Those who knew from ex- 
perience the cruel hardships of desert life com- 
pared His Spirit in them to “streams of water in 
a dry place, as the shade of a great rock in 4 
weary land.” 

Truth is contemporary because God is con 
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temporary, and we should not hesitate to interpret 
the message of the Bible in contemporary terms. 

To say “The Lorp s my shepherd” is to utter a 
truth in poetic language. But to say “The Lord is 
my banker,’ “my doctor,” “‘my teacher’ is to 
utter as great a truth. 

God is all things to all men. Whatever your 
need may be at this moment, God is its fulfillment. 

The Bible was written in the past, but its truths 
live on in the present. The God of shepherds and 
tribesmen is the God of jet pilots and nuclear 
physicists, of housewives, and mechanics. 

We live in the present. Let us not leave God in 
the past.

I was taken home and put to bed. I tried each 
day to walk, but my legs were very weak. Then 
came a day when I stayed in bed altogether. Mom 
brought her ironing and stayed very close to me. 
During the time I was in bed I was placed on 
the bed pan frequently. One morning early I had 
the radio on. I was unable to talk very well, but 
Mom could make out my word to be “Unity.’’

She did, and a 
neighbor mailed the letter to you. An hour later 
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I tried to say that I wanted to go to the bathroom. 
Mom said she would put me on the bed pan, but 
I said, ‘‘No, I want to walk.” Walk I did. It took 
a long time to get there, but I am walking, talk- 
ing, and seeing God's beauty today. 

I went back to school on October 24, 1949. 
Everyone was glad to see me but were trying very 
hard to believe that I was all right. It took a while, 
but everything came back. 

During the time I was ill, Mom spent hours 
reading God's beautiful words from the Bible, 
Unity, DAILy Worb, and everything. 

I graduated this past June from the Printing 
Department of Girls Trade High School in 
W . I was able to run presses, become the edi- 
tor of the school paper. I sang in the church 
choir and also taught Sunday school this past year. 
Iam now working and I am what is known as a 
copyholder. I hope some day to be a proofreader 
or commercial artist. I enjoy both types of work. 

I owe all my good fortune to our heavenly 
Father and to my dear parents who worked and 
prayed along with me, and to the prayers of all 
our friends and you people out there.

RE YOU UNCERTAIN in your approach to 
life? Do you doubt your own powers 
and abilities, your own worth? An un- 

certain, a doubtful state of mind keeps us from 
expressing our true self, it keeps us from growing 
through our experiences, from gaining all the joy 
and all the good that life holds for us. 

Sometimes we have a negative outlook on life 
without realizing it. A man suddenly discovered 
that for years he had had a negative approach 
to life. No one was more surprised at the discovery 
than he, and no one is benefiting more from this 
discovery than he is from the change in his own 
thoughts. Where before he had thought that it 
was inevitable for him to fail, now he began to 
think: “Why should I fail? I have the power of 
God within me. I have a good mind. I have every- 
thing I need to succeed!” Where before he had 
thought of himself as being weak and rather 
sickly, now he began to think: “I am not really 
weak. I am strong. I am filled with powerful life. 
I am alive with the life of God!” 

Sometimes we have lived with weak, uncertain 
negative thoughts for so long that we do not 
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realize that we have it within our power to change 
these thoughts from uncertain ones to strong, true, 
life-giving ones! 

From the letters we receive at Unity, we learn 
more clearly every day that Truth is not some- 
thing that is revealed in one white blinding light, 
but rather it is something that is a continual un- 
foldment. Truth is a way of life. 

Persons take on spirituality little by little. They 
learn every day in everyday ways what it means 
to be children of God, what it means to be sure 
of God's love, what it means to be divinely guided 
in all their ways. 

So it is with the overcoming of self-doubt and 
uncertainty. No matter how long we have felt 
unsure of ourself, no matter how long we have 
compared ourself unfavorably with our fellows, 
we can begin now, today, to take a step toward 
self-confidence, toward the putting on of the new 
man, the man who knows his divine worth and 
who is able to express his divine powers and 
abilities.

Today, if some decision arises, and you have 
been in the habit of putting off the making of 
decisions, make your beginning. Make a decision. 
It will be a step in the right direction. 

If you are a person who at the first sign of 
some physical symptom thinks that he is coming 
down with a serious illness or disease, change 
this thought. Tell yourself that you are one with 
the life of God, that your body is His perfect 
temple, that you are not subject to disease. Part of 
perfect health is a free and easy state of mind, 
which is not possible when one is fearful and 
apprehensive about himself. 

If you look at the monthly bills and invariably 
think that there will not be enough money to go 
around, if you worry about finances, if you let 
yourself feel defeated and unhappy, begin now, 
today, to change your thoughts. When you think 
about your bills, affirm that there is plenty to 
meet every need. Affirm that you have wisdom and 
good judgment so that you know how to handle 
your affairs. Spend the energy you have been giv- 
ing to worry on constructive thought about your 
finances, and you will be given new ideas as to 
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how to build up a more prosperous state of 
affairs. 

What we think, what we are affects us inwardly 
and outwardly. We cannot be negative in our 
reactions to life and expect positive results. We 
cannot feel uncertain and hopeless and at the 
same time live victoriously. 

We can always, at any time, begin to change. 
It is never too late, for negative ideas are never 
sO powerful as positive ones. When we be. 
gin to change our thought about ourself, we find 
that the old fears go quickly. This is because no 
matter how long we have thought in negative 
terms, always there has been within us a self that 
has been waiting to be expressed, the God self of 
us, the self that knows itself to be the fearless, 
free, all-conquering child of God.
